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EDITORIAL 


Libraries Can Help Consumers 


By M. C. Puiuips, Consumers’ Research Staff 


HE nominal recognition by the late NRA of consumers as an important 
| factor in our business system has given impetus to the growing literature 

on the subject which had its beginning in that popular best seller, Your 
money’s worth, by Stuart Chase and F. J. Schlink, published back in 1927. Indeed, 
any book written around the consumer and his needs and problems today is almost 
certain to be popular. However, the field of consumers’ literature is so new that 
its classification is a problem still unsolved by most librarians. The technical term 
“consumption” in many card files will probably refer the searcher to a disease 
rather than a branch of economics. Librarians can render a very valuable service 
to consumers by making available in one place important articles, books, and 
pamphlets which bear on consumers’ problems. 

The pioneering work in this field has been done by Consumers’ Research, and 
technicians, teachers, and economists closely associated with its work. Although 
the major part of CR’s service is confidential and available only for the personal use 
of individual subscribers, the quarterly General Bulletin, and a number of reprints 
and special bulletins, are available for public reference. The outstanding books in 
the field which give information by brand name about commodities which con- 
sumers use, based on material in CR’s files, are 100,000,000 guinea pigs, by Arthur 
Kallet and F. J. Schlink, Skin deep, by M. C. Phillips, Partners in plunder, by J. B. 
Matthews and R. E. Shallcross, Counterfeit, by Arthur Kallet, and a new book on 
diet to be issued this fall tentatively entitled, Eat, drink, and be wary, by F. J. 
Schlink, to be published by Covici-Friede. These books are all readily available 
through regular library channels. 

Until consumers are organized in sufficient numbers to exert pressure on their 
government to issue information on commodities by brand names, they must be 
content with general advice on how to buy or recipes for making certain products 
at home. There are a number of pamphlets along these lines available from the 
Superintendent of Documents which are of considerable value. If the librarian 
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does no more than keep at hand the check list, Government publications for the use 
of consumers (available without charge from the Superintendent of Documents, 
Washington, D. C.), in which those who wish to order government pamphlets may 
readily find a complete list, she will render significant service to her community. 
If she goes further and keeps bound on the consumers’ shelf such pamphlets as 
Stain removal from fabriccs—Home methods, Canning fruits and vegetables at 
home, Care of food in the home, Care and repair of the house, to name a few of 
the most useful, she will be of still greater assistance. 

The consumers’ shelf was first suggested by the Consumers’ Guide (free), a bi- 
weekly issued by the Consumers’ Counsel of the Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration. In addition to the books and government pamphlets already referred to, 
there are other government publications which might well be placed there regularly, 
such as Notices of judgment. These are issued now and then by the Food and 
Drug Division of the Department of Agriculture, free of charge to those requesting 
them; they give significant information as to the state of food, fruit, vegetables, and 
patent medicines now on the market. Those who read of the warnings against 
sprayed fruits and vegetables in CR’s pamphlets and books can check for themselves 
the large variety of foods in which lead and arsenic, for example, have been found, 
by consulting these Notices of judgment. The Federal Trade Commission issues 
an annual volume summarizing its findings of the various cases of unfair competi- 
tion which it has handled. These volumes, however, are indexed by companies 
rather than by trade-marked brands, and so are somewhat difficult to use for quick 
reference. 

In taking any action on current legislation, consumers always find themselves 
at a disadvantage in comparison with manufacturers and other business men who 
maintain continuous and highly paid legislative scouts or lobbies at Washington. 
The librarian can contribute her small part toward remedying this situation by 
seeing to it that her library is on the list to receive copies of all hearings on bills 
important to consumers’ welfare. All libraries, for example, should have readily 
available hearings on the resale price maintenance bill, sales taxes, food and drug 
legislation. There is a growing interest on the part of college and high school, and 
even grade school, students in studying these hearings. No doubt adult education 
groups will incorporate such studies in their programs as soon as more people 
become accustomed to this field of knowledge. It is a simple matter to place on 
deposit with the Superintendent of Documents a small sum to cover the forwarding 
of these hearings. Simply indicate the subjects on which you wish hearings, if and 
when they are held, and you will be assured of getting a copy. Frequently it is 
possible to get copies free of charge through one’s representative or senator. For 
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large libraries, of course, assuring the receipt of a steady flow of needed government 
documents is an easy matter. 

Still another group of books and pamphlets which ought to be on every library 
shelf is published by the Bureau of Investigation of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation. Under the able leadership of Dr. Arthur J. Cramp, this Bureau has done 
excellent work in exposing patent medicine frauds and quackeries, and cosmetics. 
The two volumes entitled Nostrums and quackery, although originally published in 
1912 and 1921 respectively, still furnish interesting information on the patent medi- 
cine racket. Volume one is out of print, but volume two is still available for two 
dollars from the American Medical Association, 535 North Dearborn Street, Chi- 
cago. Smaller pamphlets, which include more recent information which has 
appeared from time to time in Hygeia or the Journal of the American Medical 
Association, are Cosmetics and allied preparations, Obesity cures, Cancer cures, 
Mineral waters, and Testimonials. The first three cost fifteen cents, the others, ten. 
Since patent medicine advertising affords considerable revenue to most newspapers 
and many magazines, it is obvious that consumers will not be informed of the 
existence of such pamphlets through the present channels of information. As for 
CR’s pamphlets and books, their frank and critical method of dealing with goods 
by brand names precludes their being mentioned in the press, in magazines, or 
over the radio. The consumer, accordingly, is dependent entirely on word-of-mouth 
advertising to learn about their existence. The librarian, therefore, who is able to 
bring together in a convenient place these various pamphlets, books, and bulletins 
is rendering signal aid in helping the consumer shake off his chains of ignorance 
about the goods and services which he buys.

Technical Radto Books 
What Shall The General Library Buy? 
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Adapted from a paper written by D. ASHLEY Hooker, Technology librarian, Birmingham 
public library, Birmingham, Alabama, for the Business libraries section, American library 
association meeting at Denver. 


Among the books for amateurs and texts for students, first place goes to the American 
radio relay league’s Radio amateur’s handbook, twelfth edition. Frequently revised, with 
generous space allotted to short wave practice, inexpensive and practical, it can serve any 
library. The type is none too good, the paper fair; but it is crammed with facts on fundamen- 
tals, ultra-high frequencies, power supply, keying, and other subjects for which the amateur 
thirsts. Watch your Boox.ist for new editions. 

Radio; a study of first principles for evening schools, classes, and home study, by E. E. 
Burns, revised edition, is one of the very best simple texts, so clearly written that the intelligent 
older boy can read it. 

Haslett’s Radio round the world “gives an account of the discoveries by Maxwell, Hertz, 
Marconi, Lodge, and others which led up to present day radio engineering.” It is pleasant 
reading for the man in the street, who wishes to know “what the Heaviside layer is, or the 
effect of the sun on radio transmission, and other puzzling subjects.” 

Keith Henny’s Principles of radio is a “good text book combining both theory and practice— 
not popular but understandable to the educated reader,” and adapted for home study for the 
serious student. R. R. Ramsay’s Fundamentals of radio, second edition of 1935, originally 
published as a college text, also requires a fair background in mathematics and physics. 

The most useful of the few books on short wave radio is Short wave wireless communication, 
by Ladner and Stone, a second edition of which appeared in 1934. A working knowledge of 
radio is assumed. It is technical enough to interest the radio engineer, and so meaty that 
operators and advanced amateurs pore over its detailed explanations of high frequency equip- 
ment and its discussion of the problems of reception and transmission. The final chapters 
cover the ultra-short wave field and some of the recent research work done in Italy. The 
examples involve equipment used by the British Marconi company. 

Morecroft’s Elements of radio communication, second edition of 1934, is also up-to-date, 
covering very short waves, push-pull operation, automatic volume control, and other recent 
developments. The reader who has a knowledge of algebra can use it. The late author was 
the distinguished professor of electrical engineering at Columbia university. 

Of the question and answer books on operating, designed to help candidates pass radio license 
examinations, the most popular are those by Duncan and Drew, and by Nilson and Hornung. 

Although more comprehensive treatments of radio history are available, the small library 
might well choose Haslett’s Radio round the world, already mentioned, and Squier’s delight- 
fully written Telling the world, one of the Century of progress series. 

The most used volumes for the radio engineer and for students possessing the necessary 
knowledge of mathematics are Morecroft’s Principles of radio communication, third edition 
of 1933; and Terman’s Radio engineering. Mr. Terman is associate professor of engineering 
at Stanford university. 

For public libraries that wish to include special phases of radio, J. F. Rider’s Servicing 
superheterodynes is suitable. As most of the radios on the market today are superheterodynes, 
the book will interest servicemen who possess sufficient testing equipment. It does not cover 
audio amplifiers, or loud speakers. McLachlan’s Elements of loud speakers, although not 
written for servicemen, covers the subject in a comparatively elementary fashion. It is a 
simplified version of the author’s more technical volume. 

Among some books which many libraries treat as reference books are the directories and 
manuals, particularly the loose leaf sets, as Rider’s Perpetual trouble shooter’s manual, which 
gives the circuit constants of most of the commercial radios now in use.
